Levine was called as a wit- 
ness after Beck himself had 
pleaded the Fifth Amendment 
dozens of times in refusing to 
answer any of the question put 
to him by the Senators, includ- 
ing one as to whether he knew 
who Dave Beck Jr. is.

Krieger, testified that Beck paid 
him a total of $27,450 out of 
unien. funds for salary and ex- 
penses over a period of 18 
months during which he devote? 
all his time to working for the 
K and L Distributing Co., in 
which Dave Beck Jr. by then 
had a substantial financial 
interest. 

Levine testified that the An- 
heuser-Busch official to whom 
Beck took him in St. Louis was 
“Jim Carroll,” an obvious ref- 
érence to James J. Carroll, now 
dead, who was vice president 
and general manager of the 
St. Louis brewery when Beck 
intervened for him. 

Levine said that after the 
deal at St. Louis was warked 
out with the brewery giving 
him the distributorship for 
Budweiser, Dave Beck Jr. 
bought $24,500 worth of stock 
in the distributing company 
and another block worth $24,- 

went to a Dr. Grinstein, 
identified as Beck's personal 
physician. 
49 Pct. of Stock. 

Levine said that between 
Beck Jr. and the physician they 
held 49 per cent of the stock 
and he retained control of the 
company with 51 per cent. 

Following this deal, he went 
on, Mrs. Dave Beck Sr. bought 
into the K & L Beverage Co., 
which he had set up to distrib- 
ute alcoholic beverages in 
Alaska.

“’ASHINGTON, May 8—Pres- 
ident Eisenhower said today he 
would appeal to the country for 
acceptance of his budget and- 
the Administration foreign and 
domestic program. He indicated 
he would make two television 
appearances at times still to be 
determined. 

The President's position will 
be, it became clear at his press 
conference, that massive cuts in 
the $71,800,000,000 budget for 
the year beginning in July can 
be made only in defense items, 
and that reductions in this area 
will not be justified until there 
is an easing of world tensions. 

He suggested that some items 
in the budget were designed to 
wage the peace and could not 
be’ eliminated or reduced so 

‘long as tensions exist in the 
world. 

Asked whether the purpose of

The situation has drawn pro- 
tests from mayors of several 
cities and from organizations 
interested in clearing slums and 
improving blighted areas. They 
have urged Congress jand Pres- 
ident Eisenhower to restore 
cuts ordered in the urban re- 
newal program by Housing Ad- 
cinistrator Albert M. Cole. 

Held Up Until July 1. 

In a letter sent March 6 to 
the six regional offices of the 
Housing and Home Finance 
Agency, acting Urban Renewal 
Commissioner Richard L. Stein- 
er directed that new projects 
for which federal grants had 
ben requested be held up until 
July 1, the start of the new fis- 
cal year, it was learned. 

Steiner’s directive was issued 
when it was found that the Ur- 
ban Renewal Administration 
had left only $35,000,000 of its 
$900,000,000 authorization for 
the current fiscal year, officials 
said. The regional offices were 
ordered to hold th new applica- 
tions rather than sending them 
on to Washington. 

As a result, the proposed 
Meacham Park and Elmwood 
Park urban renewal projects in 
St. Louis county are being held 
at the Fort Worth (Tex.) office, 
which processes applications 
from the St. Louis area. Appli- 
cations for grants for both 
projects were received in Fort 
Worth on April 9. 

County’s Requests. 

St. Louis county has asked 
for a capital grant reservation 
of $2,333,404 for the Meacham 
park project and a reservation 
of $409,093 for the Elmwood 
park area, a total of $2,742,497 
in federal grants; W. Gerard 
Lyons, information officer for 
the Urban Renewal Administra- 
tion, told the Post-Dispatch. 

The federal grants are used 
to pay up to two-thirds of the 
difference between cost of ac- 
quiring renewal area land and 
the income derived from selling 
it to a developer after it has 
been cleared. Local contribu- 
tions of one-third or more can 
be made in cash or in the form 
of community facilities, such as

Pay Rise Bill Defeated. 

At the same time, the Senate 
killed a bill proposing a $2000- 
a-year salary increase for mem- 
bers of the State Tax Commis- 
| sion. The vote for the measure 
was 16 to 10 but 18 affirmative 
| votes are necessary for passage 
of bills in the Senate. 

It was the first salary in- 
crease bill defeated on the floor 
of the Senate this session, indi- 
cating that considerable opposi- | 
tion still exists to the present 
commission which ordered in- | 
creased property assessments in | 
many counties, including St.

When it loses the presidency, 
it tends to dissolve into a series of state or local 
organizations, each having its own policy on na- 
tional issues as defined by the leading Repre- 
sentatives and Senators. What has been needed 
for many years is a mechanism for shaping 
national policy in the intervals between elec- 
tions, so that the parties will be better prepared 
to conduct a national campaign. 

The Democratic advisers cannot, ef course, 
dictate final party policy. Anything they say 
can be dissented from by any congressional 
leader, and their advice in the end will have 
to face the test of action by the convention. But 
they can try to look at issues from a national 
point of view instead of the sectional or local 
angle which inevitably dominates the congres- 
sional leadership, And they can offer a constant 
reminder that as national organizations the two 
parties must stand for more than subservience 
to a few congressional leaders whose importance 
is exaggerated by seniority and tenure. 

The presidency is the only office filled by a 
national constituency, and the parties which 
seek that office need to be truly national as re- 
spects policy no less than organization.

Contemporary history cannot afford to over- 
look any gain for peace, and that is what the 
truce between Nicaragua and Honduras amounts 
to, though their brief border dispute was little 
more than a skirmish over sparsely-inhabited 
jungle.

A deficient sense of its responsibility to the 
public has been shown by the M. W. Kellogg 
Company in its handling of dangerous reactive 
materials at its Houston laboratory. An acci- 
dent that occurred March 13, in which four men 
were burned, was not reported until 29 days 
later. Only then was it revealed that a still 
worse accident had occurred earlier this year 
in which two men's hands were so badly burned 
by radioactivity that they looked “just like hot 
grease had been poured over them.” 

Two homes in Houston are known to have be- 
come contaminated with radioactivity. It is any- 
one’s guess whether still other homes have been 
made unsafe—whether other individuals have 
become involved—during the period when the 
Kellogg company has been keeping the matter 
secret.

BOGOTA, May 8 (AP)—Pres- 
ident Gustavo Rojas Pinilla’s 
hand-picked Constituent As- 
sembiy was scheduled to give 
him four more years in office 
today without an election des- 
pite continuing demonstrations 
and strikes which made 30,000 
persons idle in Bogota. 

The 90-member assembly al- 
ready has suspended articles of 
the constitution preventing a 
President from succeeding him- 
self. Some of the President's 
conservative followers are divid- 
ed on the issue, but the walk- 
out of 20 assembly members 
last night was not expected to 


stall the session today to name 
him for a 1958 to 1962 term. 


Student demonstrations 
against Rojas continued in Bo- 
gota yesterday. Again they were 
put down by police pouring 
streams of dyed red and blue 
water on the crowds. Hundreds 
of students were reported ar- 
rested. 

City Under Military Rule. 


There were indications the 
situation was more serious in 
Cali, Colombia's fourth largest 
city 185 miles southwest of Bo- 
gota, where Rojas has admitted 
threé students were killed in 
disorders last week. 

Like Bogota, Cali was under 
military rule. A broadcast by 
the provincial governor's office 
said military authorities had im- 
posed a curfew, and barred 
gatherings of more than five 
persons and the sale of alcohol 
in the city and throughout Del 
Valle province. The broadcast 
said military courts would try 
violators. 

In an effort to whip up a 
show of popular support for Ro- 
jas, the Government was report- 
ed planning a big demonstration 
in the central square. It was 
not known, however, when the 
rally would be held. 

Meanwhile, strikes disrupted 
business and industrial activity 
in the capital. 


Widespread Arrests. 


Police and army units pa- 
trolled the capital. Automo- 
biles carrying loudspeakers 
toured the streets telling shop- 
keepers they would be protect- 
ed if they reopened their doors, 
but few responded, 

The violent disorders which 
began last week protesting 
against Rojas’s continuance in 
office have taken the lives of 
at least two students in Bogota. 
Police have turned out regular- 
ly to break up the demonstra- 
tions with tear gas and hoses. 
Arrests have been widespread. 

The government issued a de- 
cree authorizing the armed 
forces to call up military re- 
servists “without limit on age.” 
Students previously have been 
generally exempt from military 
callup. 

The government has placed | 
strict control on all communi- | 
cations and warned against the 
spreading of “rumors.”

GUILT remains identified 
with the personality until for- 
given and atoned for.

Cri- 
minals many years after their 
crime, give themselves up to 
justice. Greek tragedy pain- 
fully shows that in & man’s 
estimate .of his reeord and of 
himself, even his ignorant ac- 
tion counts. 

Cc. J. Jung, the psychologist, 
contended that all mankind has 
some kind of collective uncon- 
sciousness weighing him down, 
the burden of the past failurés 
of the human race. According 
to him, not only the individual 
but the racial past rests in the 
consvience. 

But guilt also affects the 
present. Sin begets a habit

He now led out his diamond 
king and fortunately for him 
West had the ace. The latter 
held off once hoping his part- 
ner might show out on the sec- 
ond round and produce a re- 
vealing discard. When this did 
not happen West was in trouble. 
Declarer seemingly had the 
lone ace-king of spades. West 
had no way of telling declarer 
had massed strength in clubs 
and weakness in hearts. So if 
his partner had the club ace and 
declarer decided on a heart 
finesse for the king for his ninth 
trick the spade continuation 
could beat the hand. 

So poor West continued with 
the spade deuce and dummy's 
ten held, much to West's sur- 
prise and chagrin. South now 
had his nine tricks; three 
spades, four diamonds and two 
clubs. There’s very little doubt 
that had declarer permitted 
dummy’s spade jack to hold the 
first trick he would have gone 
down.

LONDON. 

N driving through the English 

countryside, I have been im- 

pressed by the amount of 
work done in removing scars of 
World War II.

There is a walk, however, 
that runs for several miles by 
the sea at the foot of a chalk 
cliff, on which I would haye 
liked to wander.

Portions of 


Bread, Beans 
By Edith H. Barber 


OST of us flatter ourselves 
M tnet there is nothing quite 

so good as our own home 
cooking. We take advantage of 
the ready-to-use and almost- 
ready-to-use foods, of course, 
but once in a while those of us 
who really like to cook enjoy a 
session in the kitchen. 

Every once in a while, I get 
hungry for baked beans pre- 
pared Pennsylvania style. You 
will note the recipe corresponds 
almost exactly to the method 
used in New England and Bos- 
ton, both of which titles are 
attached to baked pork and 
beans. Being from Pennsylvania, 
I challenge New England. Of 
course, I prepare enough for 
more than one meal, as should 
be done with any food that de- 
mands hours of bakirig. 

With the beans must go 
brown bread that, even in 
Pennsylvania was attributed to 
New England, although always 
served hot with beans. The ex- 
tra loaves may be wrapped 
carefully and stored in the 
freezing compartment of the 
refrigerator, as may extra por- 
tions of the beans. If both are 
to be used within a day or two, 
it is unnecessary to freeze the 
products. 

Before serving, reheat both 
beans and brown bread as they 
must be steaming hot to prop- 
erly supplement each other. 
You may like cold baked beans, 
but this type of bread needs to 
be hot. 


BOSTON BROWN BREAD. 


One cup sifted all-purpose 
flour. One-half teaspoon salt. 
One teaspoon baking soda. Two 
cups whole-wheat flour. One 
and one-half cups seedless rai- 
sins. One cup molasses and one 
and one-half cups sour milk or 
buttermilk. 

Sift flour, salt and soda to- 
gether. Stir in whole-wheat flour 
and raisins. Mix molasses and 
sour milk together. Add to dry 
ingredients. and beat until 
smooth. Pour into three well- 
greased No. 2 cans, filling cans 


‘about 3% full. Cover top of cans 


with double thickness of waxed 
paper and tie securely with 
string. Add two cups water to 
bottom of large kettle and place 
cans on rack in kettle. Cover 
kettle and steam about three 
hours or until bread is done. 
Cool and remove loaves from 
cans. Yield: Three loaves. 

Note: Wrap individual loaves 
in transparent household wrap 
to store in freezer. 

Pennsylvania Baked Beans. 

One quart pea beans, %- 
pound salt pork, one tablespoon 
salt, one teaspoon dry mustard, 
%4-cup molasses, one cup boil- 
ing water. 

Wash and pick over beans. 
Soak in two quarts cold water 
12 hours. Drain, cover with 
fresh water, bring to boiling 
point, and simmer over low 
heat until skins burst when 
tested. To test, take up a few 
beans with spoon and blow. 
When skins break, the beans are 
tender enough. Drain beans and 
place in bean pot. Scrape rind 
of salt pork and cut several 
gashes in the meat. Press into 
beans. Mix salt, mustard, mo- 
lasses, and boiling water, if 
necessary, to cover beans en- 
tirely. Cover and bake in very 
slow oven (250 degrees F.) six 
to eight hours. Add more water 
when necessary. Uncover and 
bake 30 minutes longer, until a 
brown crust has formed. Yield: 
10 to 12 servings. 

Note: If desired, one medium 
onion, minced, may be baked 
with the beans.
